CHARTER BILL. 


The Board of Trade charter bill in now printed and can be seen by 


eieij voter. It is undoiiblcdly one ot the Ijest attempts at eliarter revision 
e\ei proposed for Lowell. It is business-like, progressive and up to date in 
e\ei\ particular. 


In the lirst place, after- the plan of the business corporation it pru- 


>ides tor an executive of(ieial or agent to be known as the mayor and a 


ffeingle board of nine aldermen who are to serve as hoard of directors. The 
major's power is to be increased so that he shall appoint wiihont con- 
firmation by the aldermen a superintendent of streets and inspector of 
buildings. 
Other heads and hoards he shall appoint subject to confirma- 


tion by the aldermen. He will have the power also of suspending the heads of. 
depaiiments for cause which must not be of 
u 
political 
nature. His 


lesponsibilily will be greatly increased, and as a result his salary is to be 
'increased from $3000 to $5000. 


The common council will be abolished when the full provisions of the 


thai let- shall iaUe effect. 
This, it seems, is in the direction of progress. 


Ube tendency of the lime is to lessen t!ic number of members in the municipa 
Wids and increase the executive power of the mayor. The abolition oi 
the lower branch will tend to expedite business and will, at least, prevent 
Sdeadlocks by which legislation might be hold up or killed.

^hiee-year terms, a decidedly wise change because one of the greatest evils 
buffered by the departments today arises from the fact that the officials in 
Charge are changed too often.

every voter. It is umlotibtediy one of Ihc best attempts at charter revision 
ever proposed for Lowell. ]t is business-like, progressive and up to dale in 
every particular. 


In (he first place, after tbe plat) of tho business corporation it pro- 


vides for nn executive official or agent to be known us the mayor and a 
single board of nine aldermen who are to serve as board of directors. 
The 


mayors power is to he increased so that lie shnli appoint without con- 
firmation by tbe aldermen a superintendent of streets mid inspector of 
buildings. 
Other heads and boards be shall appoint subject to confirma- 


tion by tlie aldermen, lie will have the power nlso of suspending, the heads of 


departments for cause which must not 
be of

political 
nature.

icsponsibiiity will be greatly increased, and as a result his salary is to be 
increased from $3000 to $5000.
